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Continuation of 13. Other: 

In response to the interview conducted 1 1/06/2009, Examiner has conducted a search of the prior art in view of the claim language in light 
of the specification of the present invention. Re, "the lower-level N-gram language model is an N-gram language model for calculating a 
link between the words included in the word that can be broken down into the plurality of words", in light of the specification, Examiner finds 
that "words included in the word that can be broken down into the plurality of words" is understood to be words within a word string class. 
Examiner believes that a word string class does not in fact hold the same ordinary meaning as a "word", wherein Examiner finds substantial 
support for this limitation to be a word within a word string class such as a group of words and NOT a compound word. For example the 
present invention states: 

"titles such as "Tenki yoho (weather forecast)" (present invention spec. [0111]). 

In other words, while trying to find support for this limitation, Examiner notes that the specification defines a "word" to be uniquely redefined 
as a group of words. "Titles such as "Tenki yoho (weather forecast)" define that the television program name is treated as one word". 
However, "weather forecast" is part of regular language usage. If a group of words is treated as one word, and without a clarifying 
amendment, the prior art is maintained and explicitly teaches the identification of words within a word (i.e. group of words that can be 
broken down into individual words such as "Tenki yoho (weather forecast)"). Please also see for example - present invention spec. [0093, 
[0184], [0195], and Fig. 22).. 
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
